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RHPORT 


OF THE 


COMMISSIONERS. 


Tue Commissioners take this opportunity to report directly to 
the people of this county, upon the matters which have been con- 
fided to them for the past year. 

The County Convention, at its session in the month of June, 
1868, authorized the purchase of a county farm, and the erection 
of buildings upon it. 

The authority to purchase a farm was committed to a joint 
board consisting of a Building Committee selected by the Conven- 
tion and the Commissioners. 

The joint board examined such farms as were offered or recom- 
mended to them, and finally selected the Thyng farm, so called, 
in Brentwood. 

This farm embraced about one hundred and sixty acres of land, © 
and is situated two and a half miles from the Epping depot of the 
C. & P. R. R. They paid for it the sum of $5,500. 

The Board also made at the same time an additional purchase 
of thirty acres of land adjoining this farm, at a cost of $1,000. 

The occupation and cultivation of this farm for alittle more than 
a year, we think fully justifies the selection which the Board made. 

The Convention authorized the Building Committee, alone, to 
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contract for the construction of the buildings upon the place. At — 
the time of the purchase of the farm there was upon ita house 


and two barns, hut entirely inadequate for the purposes required 
by the county. 

The Building Committee at once "contracted for the erection of 
an almshouse. 

This building should, according to the terms of the contract, 


' have been completed early in 1869, but its completion was de-_ 


layed, and the building was not formerly turned over to the Com- 
missioners until the 21st day of July, 1869. . 


Inasmuch as the responsibility of constructing the house was . 


by the Convention confided. to other,persons, we have not the 
means of presenting in detail the items of expenditures upon it: 


There is a difference between the Building Committee and the Con- ~ 


tractor in regard to the manner of the construction of the building 
and the sums due him, which is now awaiting the decision of ae 
Court. 


Although the possession of the new building was not surrendered 


to us until July of last year, yet, in the month of April we ap- 
pointed William L. Philbrick of the. city farm, Portsmouth, Su- 
perintendent of the county farm. Mr. Philbrick moved into the 
old house on said farm, and occupied it until September, 1869, 
when he removed to the new one. 

After we took possession of the new house, we found much 
labor necessary to be done and larger expenditures to be incurred 
in order to render it tenantable. | 

The Commissioners had to construct a an and four large cis- 


terns, and to put in two hydraulic rams, in order to supply the - 


house with water. 

After furnishing the building, and stocking the farm, they early 
in September notified the several towns in the ses that they 
were ready to receive inmates at the house. 

Up to the fifteenth of May, 1870, the whole number admitted to 
the farm was one hundred and eighty-four. The whole number of 
deaths, discharges and desertions, have been sixty-nine, — nine- 
teen of this number having died at the house, — leaying the pres- 
ent number of inmates one hundred and fifteen. 
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The larger part of the inmates are aged, as will be seen by ref- 
erence to the table here annexed, and most of them unable to per- 
form labor. : | OE MEAG 

The number of persons dependent upon the county for support, 
has been reduced nearly one half since the establishment of this ~ 
institution ; still, partial support is rendered, outside of the farm, 
to as many as are now supported at the farm. In no case, how- 
ever is a larger sum than seventy-five cents per week allowed for 

_ the support of paupers away from the farm, save in one or two in- 
stancés, when the paupers cannot safely be removed. 

We wish to call your attention to the fact, that no means are 
supplied for supporting the insane poor, at the almshouse. There 
are now thirty of these doubly unfortunates supported at the In- 

™ sane Asylum by this county, at a cost of four dollars and seventy- 
five cents per week. We believe it would be a judicious expendi- 
ture of money to make some suitable provision for their support at 
the county almshouse. 

And at the same time we would call your attention to the abso- 
lute necessity of making some appropriation for the erection of a 
new barn, or repairs of the old ones on the place. Nothing of any 
consequence has been done to the old ones, since the purchase of | 
the farm, and we should not consider it a wise expenditure of 
money to attempt the repairing them, but should rather recommend 
the erection of a new one, witli suitable outbuildings. | 
- The farm, when it came under Mr. Pailbrick’s charge in 1869, 
was not in a good state of cultivation; in fact it had been neg- 
lected for thirty years. The Board at the time of examination, 
however, thought it could be improved at no great expense, in the 
ordinary course of husbandry. Mr. Philbrick’s success has fully 
justified their expectation. Last year he cultivated 10 acres of 
land and raised from it 1,300 bushels of potatoes, besides a consid- 
erable quantity of corn, garden vegetables, roots, etc. He also. 
cut thirty tons of hay,which has béen consumed on the place. The 
superintendent has increased the quantity of his cultivated land 
the present year to fifteen acres and has made great improvements 
upon the place. He has removed a large embankment of gravel _ 
in front of the house to meadow land. 
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Although this excavation required great labor, yet we think it is — 
labor well expended, in the improvement of the low land, even 
Jad its removal not been a necessity, as it was. ° 

Thus far the children, numbering about twenty, have attended 
the school in the district near where the farm is situated. 

The school accommodations in the district, however, are insuffi- | 
cient for them and other regular attendants belonging in the dis- 
trict, and it is proposed, at. once, to open a school at. the farm. . 
This school will be under the charge of Miss Moses, assistant 
- matron. 

The Commissioners as well as the people of the county are under 
great obligation’ to Deacon J. F. Moses and Rev. Mr. Swett for 
their interest in the moral welfare of the inmates of the institution. 
At considerable inconvenience and ‘ without money and without 
price,” they have holden frequent religious exercises at the house. 
These services have been attended by all the immates who were 
able, and have had a salutary effect upon their general deportment. 

The sanitary department has been under the immediate charge 
of Dr. Caverly of Brentwood. 

We are assured that by his employment the poor at this institu- 
tion have had the attendance of a faithful and skilful phy ae 
whenever they required it. Be 

The Commissioners congratulate the people of this county that 
they have been so fortunate as to secure the services of so com- 
petent and trustworthy a superintendent as Mr. Philbrick. Mr. 
Philbrick was recommended to us by his experienced and successful 
management of the city farm at Portsmouth. Our fullest expec- 
tations as to his ability and honesty have been realized. | 

He has been aided in the efficient management of this institution — 
by his wife and Miss Julia A. Moses. It is sufficient to say, that 
they both know what is required of them, and have the ability and ~ 
disposition to discharge their duties always. . 

We feel that we ought to acknowledge the faithfulness of all the 
employees at the Farm, and we shall regard it for the interest of 
the County to have them retained in their several positions. | 

We regret our inability to report the current year the exact cost 
per week of the board of those supported at the Farm. ‘This ina- 
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bility arises from the fact that the inmates have been received 
gradually, and that a large corps of workmen have been boarded. 


there by the County. 
These reasons, however, will not continue during the coming 


‘year, and in our next report, we can submit an accurate statement 


of this expense. 

We have, however, for several weeks kept correct R00aRn ts of the 
amount of provisions consumed by the inmates, and find that the 
expense of feeding them will not be far from $1.00 per week each. 

As the farm, we hope and believe, in coming years will more than 
defray all other expenses,.we think we can safely count this as 


_ the total weekly cost of supporting a pauper, unable to work at this. 


institution, excepting a trifling sum for clothing. 

When, however, we regard the reduction of the number of those 
dependant upon the county for support, and the decrease of the 
sums paid for medical aid and clothing,it must be seen at once 
that a large saving will ultimately accrue to the county. 

The large diminution of county paupers since the establishment 
of this institution, conclusively shows us, that with the utmost vig- 
ilance and circumspection on the part of its officers, the county, 
under the old system, paid much larger bills than they ought to 
have done. Either some reluctance to a removal from their old 
homes, has incited some of its old pensioners to greater and more 
successful efforts for self support, or the county has been for many 
years the victim of some great imposition. Happily, all chances for 
the renewal of any such unjust burdens have been removed. 

In concluding our suggestions in regard to the county farm, we 
would say, that the farm is well stocked, the house comfortably 
furnished for the accommodation of 200 persons, and the expense 
for the coming year, aside from the recommendations previously 
made, must be small. 

We deem it our duty to call the attention of the County Con- 


 yention to the fact, that at the last October Term of the Court, an 


indictment was found against the county for a nuisance in main- 


' taining the Portsmouth jail, in its present state or condition. 


The solicitor has allowed the indictment to be continued until the 
present time, that we might submit the matter to the convention. 
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It is manifest that either a new jail must be constructed, or exten- 
sive repairs made upon the present one. The Commissioners call 
the attention of the Convention to the necessity of some action in 
respect to it, without further recommendation. 

As requested by the vote of the Convention at the last session, 
we submit herewith an account of the county expenditures for the 
Jast year over which we have had any control.
